Pointing out that Georgia’s annual 
appropriation of $25,000 for the milli- 
tary department is “woefully inade- 


quate’ and intimating that the fed- 
government may withdraw its 
annual fund unless the state shows 


an inclination to increase its appro- 


priation this year, Adjutant General 
Charles H. Cox, Saturday mailed let- 
ters to each Georgia legislator, urg- 
ing “careful study of the facts.” 
Early in the approaching session of 
the general assembly a bill will be 
introduced including a substantial ap-! 
propriation increase for the military 
bureau. The letter from the adju- 


tant general's office is merely a state- 
men! of the facts, it is asserted, to 


enable members of the legislature to | g 
‘an additional sum. 


acquaint themselves with the condi- 
tions in advance of the meeting. 

Many legislators who have visited 
the capitel during the past few weeks 
have expressed themselves as strongly 


in favor of the proposed inerease in| 


appropriation, asserting that no de- 
partment of the state is more impor- 
tant and needs adequate working capi- 
tal more than does the military bu- 
reau. 

The $25,000 appropriation made by 
the legislature in 1928 was the smal)- 
est Sum appropriated for a similar de- 
partment by any state in the fourth 
corps area, the adjutant general stat- 
ed. The military strength assigned to 
Georgia demands a much larger ap- 
propriation, it was pointed out, and 
unless Georgia increases the amount 
at the forthcoming meeting of the 
legislature the federal government 
may withdraw its support and Geor- 
gia's military will collapse. In 192% 


the federal government appropriated 
$405.835.32 as compared to the state's 
$25,000, or approximately $19 to every 
$1 voted by the state of Georgia. This 
sum Was in addition to equipment 
given Georgia national guardsmen 
valued at $3,000,000, to be used in the 
service of the state. Funds appropri- 
ated by the state are used for armory 
hire, clerical help, salaries and ex- 
penses incidental to operation of the 


military department of the state.

June 21.—(By the 
Associated Press.)—The court of ap- 
pee has held Kentucky’s $75,000,000 
bond issue constitutional. The opin-

On the basis of the total enroll- 
ment, as consolidated from reports of 
principals of all the more than 950 
schools in the city, the schools ex- 
perienced a greater growth during the 
last year than any previous year in 
Atlanta history.

On the basis of the consolidated 
enrollment figures the cost per pupil 
per year in the local public school 
was $42.65 for the year ended this 
month. 

On the same basis of total enroll- 
ment, Augusta spent $43.70, Colum- 
bus $40, Macon $32.33, Savannah 
$28.25, making Augusta’s per pupil 
expenditure $1.05 greater than Atlan- 
ta’s for the year. 

The figure of 54,000 was declared 
by the census department to be ac- 
curate as a basis for comparison with 
other cities which have announced 
total enrollment figures for the year, 
but was said not be to accurate as 
a basis for computing the actual cost 
per pupil for the reason that some of 
the 54,000 included in the total did 
not remain jin school for the full 
school year. The average weekly en- 
roliment would supply a more accu- 
rate basis for determining the actual 
cost of education in Atlanta 

The department will not have the 
average weekly enrollment or aver- 
age attendance figures completed for 
several days, Mr. Coleman stated.

To Be Planned Here Tuesday 


Consolidation of the development 
programs of the Georgia Swine Grow- 
ers’ association and the Georgia as- 
sociation will be discussed at a joint 
conference of leaders of the two farm 
organizations here Tuesday, it was 
announced Saturday by -C. B. Heine 
mann, Atlanta member of the Swine 
Growers’ conference committee. 

Plans for the Atlanta meeting 
were laid at a special meeting of the 
directors of the Swine Growers’ asso- 
ejation in Ashburn last week, when 
President Hugh Westberry and Secre- 
tary F. H. Abbott were called into 
consultation. 

Both organizations have adopted 
plans for extensive campaigns of edu- 
cation among the farmers and stock 
ruisers of the state, the Swine Grow- 
ers’ program contemplating expendi- 
ture of $100,000 during the next five 
years. 

Seek to Avoid Duplication. 

Executives of the two greaps, Mr. 
Heinemann said, are seeking to avoid 
duplication of effort. By dividing the 
program, each organization ezn mate 
an intensive drive in its own particu- 
lar field without duplication or con- 
flict with the efforts of the other. 

A balanced tarming pregram based 
on the “hog, cow and hen,” in com- 
bination with diversified crops and 
Emited cotton production, is advo- 
cated by both organizations. 

The Swine Growers’ general agri- 
cultural development plan was adopt- 
ed at the convention in Griffin in 
March.

| This plan contemplated a reorgan- 
ization of the Swine Growers’ asso- 
ciation, the inclusion of development 
work covering all species of live stock,

past, and notable among these have

Since 1844 Southern Methodism 
has insisted that there were itmpor- 
tant ee of Methodist law which 
the general conference could not 
legally change unless with the con- 
sent of the annual conferences and 
that the general conference should not 
he the judge of the constitutionality of 
its own acts. So the bishops of the 
southern church were given the power 
to decided as to what mattefs require 
concurrent action of general and an- 
nval conferences: 

In the pending plan the judicial

of the bishops and the general and the 
jurisdictional conferences will not be 
the final or authoritative judges as to 
the constitutionality of their acts. 
This simply means that the annual 
conferences are to he_ protected 
against the reduction of their rights 
by acts of these two conferences when 
they undertake the exercise of ‘a 
larger degree of authority that the 
constitution gives them. 
It would seem that Southern Meth- 
odists would find nothing to object to 
in this provision, especially in the 
light of recent admissions by some of 
the most conservative of our bishops 
that they have failed to veto acts of 
general conferences which really 
should have been vetoed because of the 
burden of other responsibilities. It is 
certainly clear that the plan under 
consideration provides reasonable 
checks on general and jurisdictional 
conferences so that they could not 
consciously’ or  uneonsciously take 
away any of the constitutivnal au- 
thority of the annual conferences. 


Plan Is Valuable. 


The plan is valuable also in that it 
provides for the interchange of leader- 
ship so that with the consent of a ma- 
jority of bishops of either jurisdiction 
bishops of the other jurisdiction can 
be given work in the jurisdiction other 
than the one by which he was elected. 
Both churches will profit by this as 
each has great men in the episcopacy 
whose services should not. be held 


within sectional limits as is now the’ 


case, as far as church laws are con- 
cerned. It would do Ohio or New 
York Methodists good to be served by 
Bishop Candler and Georgia or Ala- 
bama Methodists good to have Bishop 
McDowell with them. 

There are no doctrinal differences 
between the two churches and they 
are one in desire to apply the princi- 
ples of Christianity in socia] and po- 
litical life.

Objections to Plan. 

Some urge that this plan does not 
go far enough and that it is not really 
unification. It must be admitted that 
it is not a radical and reckless union 
of the two churches involving a merg- 
er of the two general conferences in 
which the southern contingent would 
be only about one-third of the whole, 
but it is equally undeniable that there 
would be one general conference in 
which the rule as to voting by juris- 
dictions makes it impossible to pass 
any law against the judgment of a 
majority of either the southern or the 
northern groups of delegates. This

It is true that this plan does not 
force out of existence pastoral charges 
of the two churches which overlap or 
compete. It does not summarily de- 
stroy a single Methodist altar built 
against another Methodist altar; it 
does not remove a single member of 
the southern jurisdiction into the 
northern jurisdiction or vice versa. 
It does provide a modus operandi by 
which abuses may be abandoned and

Wrongs Admitted. 
Tt is very probably true that many 


ehurches which have been really dis- 
approved by the masses of the mem-

churches is an_ objective worthy 
enough to warrant courageous advance 
towards it. It is a time when we 
should take counsel of our hopes rath- 
er than of our fears.

Georgia Layman Opposes 
Plan To Unite Churches

As a loyal and devoted layman of our 
beloved southern Methodism, immensely 
proud of her glorious past and, under 
the guidance ot God, extremely hope- 
ful for her future, the action our 
church takes, through the general 
conference soon to meet in Chatta- 
nooga, relative to the plan of unifi- 
cation, is a matter of the deepest 
concern to me, and I ask that you 
allow me to express. through this 
communication some views on the 
subject. 

A careful study of the plan fails 
to present to my .nind one single 
benefit that will acerue to southern 
Methodism by its adoption. Since 
1844 the Methodist Episcopal church 
and the Methodist Episcopal church, 
south, have been two. separate organi- 
zations, and both have accomplished 
much in the advancement of the 
kingdom. ‘Considering the achieve- 
ments of both ag now constituted it 
occurs to me that both can do bet- 
ter and more effective work with 
merely an agreement touching points 
of conflict in the mission fields, partic- 
ularly, rather than combining into 
one large, unwieldy body. We _ have 
traditions dear to us and so have 
they; we have a viewpoint peculiarly 
our own and so have they; we have 
ideas of polity and administration that 
may not.*and I believe do not, agree 
With theirs. We have been reared 
under conditions and_ schools of 
thought that do not, as regards some 
of our ideas, at least, comport with 
their training, and to place us under 
the same government would, it occurs 
to me, be a source of embarrassment 
to the membership of both branches 
of the church. 

_ Plan Confuses. 

Referring _to the plan proposed. 
With regard to overlapping of meu 
and means, the plan does not alter 
the present situation at all, nor does 
if serve to remedy the confusion that 
nas resulted. from the establishment 
and maintenance of northern churches 
vod conferences within the territorial 
bounds of our church. And however 
welcome these northerr churches may 
have been in some quarters, if there 
has been any necessity whatever for 
them, the fact remains that the plan 
of separation agreed to in 1844 by the 
northern church specifically provides 
that it will not be done. Therefore 
they are encroaching upon our terri- 
tery in positive violation of their 
£preement.

Purpose Not Clear. 
Bishop Ainsworth says it has never 
been clear to him why the northern

Section 1 or Article V. requires, 
on any question, the accepted major- 
itv vote of each jurisdiction to be- 
come effective. This appears for the 
present to be a safeguard against leg- 
islation that will set aside some of 
our treasured traditions, but a pro- 
vision that will enable a very small 
minority to block legislation of any 
kind can‘mot very long endure. It is 
not only undemocratic, it is unreason- 
able, unjust and unfair, and the gen- 
eral conference will probably be ask- 
ed at some day not far distant to 
change this provision, amending it 80 
that specified majorities will control, 
as unquestionably they should. This 
would be a reasonable action and 
certainly a just cone, and we can not 
proceed on the theory that the rule 
will long -remain unchanged, unless 
we are simply trying to convince our- 
selves regardless of the facts. 

The large majority of the general 
conference proposed in the plan sub- 
mitted being composed of delegates 
whose ideas of administration, policy, 
etc., differ from ours, may not, and 
probably will not, define and fix the 
qualifications and duties of those tak- 
ing the various orders of our church 
in conformity with our own views, 
with which only Southern Methodists 
are familiar. 

I am unalterably opposed to the 
powers, duties and privileges of the 
episcopacy being defined and fixed on 
the basis of any viewpoint other than 
our own, nor am I willing to leave 
to the large proposed general confer- 
ence the fixing of the number of 
bishops to be elected by the respective 
jurisdictional conferences, for 
reason that the large majority of the 
proposed conference can not know the 
requirements of our section. Re- 
strictions may be imposed or powers 
conferred by those unfamiliar with 
our situation that may not stand the 
test of these requirements. 

Greatest Question, 

In conclusion may I say just a 
word of personal interest. My father 
spent his life in the service of the 
Southern Methodist church, giving to 
it the verv best work, devotion and 
thought. My grandfather gave of his 
time, his energy and his talents for 
the upbuilding ect our church and 
the efforts of both advanced Method- 
ism in Georgia, I am sure all who 
knew them will agree. .My mother 
loved the great church with a devo- 
tion that absorbed her very life.

Views on Plan 


BY BISHOP W. M. AINSWORTH. | 


The outstanding feature of the ar- 
guments of all the advocates of the 
pending plan of unification between 
the Northern and Southern Methodist 
churches is that it will speedily cor- 
rect the over-lapping of territory be- 
tween these churches and stop the 
of men and money in 
competitive enterprises, If it will 
do this, 1 am for it and a majority of 
our people will be for it. ‘This in- 
deed, is the acid test of any plan of 
union that may be proposed, for all 
desire for unification comes out of a 
conviction that it is not right for 
these two churches of common origin, 
identical in doctrine and substantially 
the same jn policy to be building altar 
against altar in an unholy rivalry. 
The friends of the pending plan say 
it will do it. It is easy to substitute 
assertion for argument and ‘it is often 
done without the slightest basis of 
fact or even probability to sustain it. 
Not one advocate has yet been able 
to point out a single provision in the 
plan that guarantees any such result. 
They call for confidence, trust, hope, 
but furnish no sure foundation for 
their faith. 

The Fundamental Feature. 

The fundamental feature of the pro- 
posed plan is that the united church 
shall be composed of two jurisdic- 
tions and these two jurisdictions 
“shall comprise all the churches, an- 
nual conferences, mission conferences, 
and missions” of the two churches as 
they now are. Not a single church, 
conference or mission of either church, 
as they now exist, is merged with or 
passes under the control of the other. 
There will still be conferences, mis- 
sions and churches of the northern 
jurisdiction seattered throughout the 
south, for it must needs be remem- 
bered that the northern church has 
not confined itself to the north and 
west but has penetrated the south 
with its work, until it has conferences 
in every southern state and, of course, 
with congregations in many cities and 
towns. The plan ordains the contin- 
ued existence of the two churches as 
two jurisdictions and each practically 
independent of the other. 

Plans for Transfer. 

Provision is made “for the transfer 
of members, preachers, churches, pas- 
toral charges, districts, annual con- 
ferences and mission conferences and 
missions in the United States from 
one jurisdiction to the other,” but 
“no transfer shall be made without the 
consent of the member, preacher, 
church, pastoral charge, district, an- 
nual conference, mission conference or 
mission that it is proposed to trans- 
fer.” In other words, if any merger 
of these competing interests is ever 
effected, it must be done with the 
consent of those that it is proposed 
to transfer. It must be voluntary. By 
what authority does any man look out 
into the future years and say that 
the northern conferences and preach- 
ers and members in the south will 
elect to come under the southern 
jurisdiction? And what are the prob- 
abilities in the case? What inspired 
the organization of northern churches 
in Dallas and Houston and New Or- 
leans and Louisville and Knoxville 


conference of reunited American 
Methodism using the words which the 
creat Benjamin H. Hill of Georgia 
uttered decades ago in the senate of 
the United States:. “We are in the 
house of our gathers, our brothers are 
our companions, and we are here to 
stay, thank God" 


and Atlanta and Jacksonville and 
Tampa and a hundred other places? 
It was not any lack of flourishing 
Methodist churches, with splendid 
buildings and the best of preachers 
in these cities, for Southern Method- 
ism was already as strong and effici- 
ent in them as the northern church in 
Philadelphia or Buffalo or Cleveland 
or Detroit. It must have been the de- 
sire for northern fellowship and north- 
ern views in administration and 
northern money to aid their enter- 
prises or a conviction that Southern 
Methodism could not satisfactorily 
minister to their needs. The very 
same things that controlled in the 
original organization will induce these 
congregations to maintain the same 
relations in the new church. 
Desire Was Deep-Seated. 

Moreover the desire to have what 
they sought in the establishment of 
these churches and conferences in the 
the south was deep-seated. "They 
were so insistent on having them 
that they were willing to repudiate 
a contract in order to secure them. 
In 1844, when the original church di- 
vided itself into two, the following 
compact was made by an overwhelm- 
ing vote of both sides: “All the so- 
cieties, stations and conferences ad- 
hering to the church in the south by a 
yote of a majority, stations and con- 
ferences shall remain under the un- 
molested pastoral care of the south- 
ern church and the ministers of the 
Methodist Episcopal church (north- 
ern) shall in nowise attempt to organ- 
ize churches or societies within the 
limits of the church south, nor shall 
they attempt to exercise any pastoral 
oversight therein.” The same _ rule 
was reciprocally binding on the south 
as regards northern territory and has 
been lived up to, as I shall presently 
show. There was added that the 
above rule should “apply only to coci- 
eties, stations and conferences bor- 
dering on the line of division and not 
to interior charges, which shall in al} 
cases be left to the care of that 
church within whose _ territory they 
are situated.” Let it not be said 
that the people who repudiated that 
contract are all dead and that we are 
dealing with a new generation. The 
new generation is doing the same 
thing. Northern Methodism has built 
a handsome church in Atlanta in re 
cent years, out of missionary money, 
and they are now organizing one in 
Tampa, where we already have a doz- 
en. As I write there lies before me 
a picture of our own comfortable 
church in Kingsport, Tenn., with a 
new church of Northern Methodism 
under construction directly across the 
street. These are not isolated in- 
stances, but are in keeping With a 
program of aggression against the 
Southern Methodist church, which 
Northern Methodism has pursued for 
sixty years. It is unreasonable to 
expect that churches that sprang out 
of desires or prejudices as deep-seat- 
ed as these will readily yield them and 
change their organic relation. 

Recent History Cited. 

Furthermore, we are not without

any number of our own leaders who} 


have exhorted us for ten years’ not to 
oppose unification lest we should be 
fighting against God. How these 
northern churches and conferences in 
the south may be expected in the light 
of very recent history to transfer to 
‘the southern jurisdiction is beyond wy 
ken, It is a vain hope. Kven an 
amendment to the plan to put all 
churches of a given territory in the 
same jurisdiction after ten years 
would receive no support. 
No Territory Invaded. 

Now and then it is intimated that 
the southern chureh is as guilty as 
the northern of trespassing on the 
other’s territory, and the action of 
vur general conference in 1866 is 
cited as the proof. This resolution 
simply declares we were no longer 
bound to a restricted area by vur 
compact with the northern church in 
view of their own formal and actual 
repudiation of it. As a matter of 
fact, the southern church has not un- 
dertaken to invade any territory of 
the north as agreed to in 1844. 

We are in southern Illinois 
have been since 1870 with a_ few 
'ehurches in a limited area, but these 
‘came to us unsolicited and as: an in- 
dependent organization (the Christian 
Union) and in a territory where no 
other Christian church was at work. 
' We have not sought to push beyond 
'the bounds of that original organiza- 
‘tion on the border. which sought a 
union with us. The two churches 
are in conflict in the west. which 
was a wilderness in 1844 and, there- 
fore, uninvolved in the agreements of 
that day: 

Conciliation Is Urged. 

Were it not for the unholy and ex- 
asperating competition in the’ south, 
brought on by northern invasion of 
territory, which by solemn compact 
was assigned to our unmolested pas- 
toral care, there would be no serious 
dificulty elsewhere in the way of uni- 
fication. The people who created 
this condition may be justly held ac- 
countable for its correction, but 
Southern Methodists ought to meet 
them in a Christian and conciliatery 
way whenever they seek a real solu- 
tion. I will and I believe our people 
will, but to go into a union with two 
jurisdictions, one of them (the south- 
ern) covering half the country and 
the other (the northern) covering the 
whole country and lying over the oth- 
er jurisdicticy like a blanket, fur- 
nishes a little more covering than is 
best in a hot climate. To effect a 
union on this basis would be like 
Canada and the United States hecom- 
ing one with two administrative ju- 
risdictions, after Canada had run an 
army over America to the Gulf of 
Mexico and proposed to keep all the 
country she had taken. And no von- 
cession of equal voting in a_ bi-cam- 
eral general conference will alter the 
injustice of the facts. It will take 
more than this and “the marvelous 
vote of 802 to 13 by the general con- 
ference of the ‘Methodist Episcopal 
church to (has) put our sister Meth- 
‘odism in tbe clear before the wy:ld.” 
In all these reflections 1 have been 
prayerful and religious and, as I be- 
_lieve, looking to the best interest of 
my church and the kingdom of God in 
all this country of ours.

Kentucky Pastor Favors a 
Unification of Churches ~ 


BY DR, T. D. ELLIS, 
Louisville, Ky. 

The question of supreme moment be- 
fore American Methodism and of large 
interest to worldwide Christianity at 
this time is the unification of the 
Methodist Episcopal church and the 
Methodist Episcopal church, south 
The plan submitred by the commis- 
sions appointed by the general con. 
ferences of the two churches wa- 
adppted by the general conference of 
the Methodist Episcopal church on 
May 7 by the vote of 842 to 15. 
The eyes of the Christian world are 
turned now to the special session of 
the general conference of the Method 
ist Episcopal church, south, which 
wili meet in Chattanooga, Tenn.. 
July 2. As a member of the com. 
mission from the M. E. church, south, 
and as one who loves bis church and 
the future of Methodism in America 
end throughout the world, I wish to 
submit, through the columns of your 
paper, some reasens why the plan 
shculd be adepted by our church. 

First, this is a religious question 
and should be discussed anc finally 
settled in the spirit of Jesus Christ. 
I am afraid some who are discussing 
the question are forgetting that all of 
us should be concerned «about the 
progress of the Kingdom of God and 
the salvation of the world, and that 
this question of the unification of 
the churches shvuuld be _ considered 
only upon high and religious grounds. 
The first questions for us to answer 
are: What is best for the work of 
Methodism throughout the world? 
What is the will of God? 

Cooperation Is Plan. 

It is hard for me to believe that 
antagonism is better than coopera- 
tion; fratricidar strife better than fra 
ternity; hatred Letter than love; dis- 
trust better than confidence and two 
Methodisms bet#er than one Method- 
ism everywhere. You cannot culti- 
vate brotherly kindness and coopera- 
tion by magnifyiny differences, faults 
and indiseretions and constantly 
charging each other with unfairness. 
This, plan is not the marshalling of 
two armies for battle, but the coming 
together of two Christian churches ty 
promote the work of Christ in the 
world. 

Some time and in some way. we 
must begin to cultivate the spirit of 
friendship and brotherly kindness in 
Christ Jesus. This plan was written 
from the standpoint of confidence be- 
tween brethren, and not in the distrust 
and, suspicion of enemies. 

When the question was before the 
northern general conference not one 
word of bitterness, strife or distrust 
was uttered by any speaker during the 
discussion, but every speech breathed 
the spirit of love and _ fraternity. 
Bishop W. F. McDowell, who was 
asked by the conference to speak on 
the plan, stated in beginning his ad- 
dress, ‘For the hours since the com- 
mission has asked me, I have been in 
constant prayer that such word as I 
might say, I might be moved by the 
lioly Ghost in behaif of the whole 
church of Chirst.”. The world is need- 
ing the full power of Methodism pray- 
ing together and working together in 
America and to the uttermost parts of | 
the earth, 

Plan Is Simple. 

Second—The plan is a simple one, | 
As Judge White, of Louisiana, ex- 
pressed it, it is to begin to doe every- 
thing that we can together and trust 
the spirit of Jesus Christ to enuble 
us to do more things together until 
at last we can do all things together. 

The ‘constitution of the United 
States, when adopted, did not settle all 
the questions of the union of - the 
states, or of the problems arising 
from international relationship; but 
it did state the principles of our gov+ 
ernment very clearly, and,formed the 
basis of a permanent union which 
has grown with the years, and mude 
passible the greatest nation on earth 
today. 

There are two ways of treating a 
baby when it is born. One is to say, 
‘I want a man, able to plow, prac- 
tice law, run stores and preach, and 
this is only a baby. I will kill it.’ 
The other is to recognize the divine 
method of starting with a baby, nur- 
turing it, educating it, cultivating jts 
best qualities until at last it has be- 
come a man, capable of plowng, prac- 
ticing law, running stores and preach- 
ing the gospel. 

Mere Beginning. ? 

The plan submitted is more than 
na beginning. It provides for actual 
unification. When the plan is adopt- 
ed by both churehes. both churches 
in adopting it will say to every mem- 
ber, minister, church. district and 
annual conference, that the ‘two 
churches are essentially one church’ 
and that it is the desire of both 
churches ‘that this essential unity 
may be made actual in organization 
and administration throughout the 
world.’ No unification can be more 
complete than a_ unification which 
provides fro unity in ‘organization 
and administration.’ This means 
that the Methodist Episcopal church 
in adopting the plan will say to every 
member, minister. church and con- 
ference within the territory occupied 
by the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South, that they desire that both 
Methodisms should be one in ‘organi- 
zation,’ and any church which does 
not follow’the expressed desire of the 
general conference will be, in spirit 
at least, in rebellion against their 
own chureh authorities. 

After both churches have expressed 
this desire for actual. unification in 
‘organization and administration’ it 
will be a perfectly natural thing for | 
the bishops of the re-united church to 
ask one bishop te hold all the con- 
ferences within a state so that the 
desired unification may be made ac- 
tual. It will very Ikely take several 
years to eliminate all overlapping, but 
ucli overlapping will finally disappear, 
and the breach of eighty years’ dura- 
tion will be healed. Suppose it does 
take a few years. Is not a few years 
of healing better than to continue an 
unhealed and running sore in the side 
of American Methodism perpetually? 

Provides for Unity. 

Third—The plan makes provision 
for such organization of the work of , 
the united chureh outside the United 
States as may promptly consummate 
the unity of Episcopal Methodism in 
foreign lands.’ If it did nothing more 
than to eliminate the hurtful division 
in the work of Episcopal Methodism in 
foreign lands, it would justify ite 
adoption. The two churches have been 
striving to adjust their work so that 
there might be no overlapping in for- 
eign lands, but there are two Method- 
isms in Mexico, in Europe and if | 
China, and the missionaries say that | 
the people in these lands are acutely | 
conscious of this division, and there is 
earnest prayer in all mission fields for | 
the adopton of the plan. 

Fourth—The jurisdictional confer- 
ence will possess ‘the full powers of 
the general conference of the church 
now constituting said jurisdiction ex- 
cept such powers as are herein vested 
in the general conference, or which 
may hereafter from time to time be ! 
legally delegated to the general con- 
ference by the jurisdictional confér-. 
ences. The rights of members, min-! 
isters, churches and conferences are) 
fully protected by the laws now exist- 
ing in the disciplines of the two} 
churches, and which cannot he ehang- | 
ed exeept by a majority vote of the | 
jurisdiction coneerned. ‘The newer | 
vested in the general conference are of 
a eonnectional character.

New York, June 21.—Wet or dry? 
This dominant question on the eve of

The seizures includ- 
ed four cases of Scotch grabbed near 
the Waldorf hotel, the general head- 
quarters of many convention activi- 
ties. Yellowley suspected the Scotch 
was being smuggled into the hotel. 

Preceding the raids the prohibition 
chief had warned the city and. its 
democratic visitors that he intended 
keeping the city dry, so far as pos- 
sible, adding that “spectacular raids 


would be conspicuous.” And in case

CONDEMNS ASSASSINATION. 

Geneva, June 21:—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.)—A huge mass meeting, 
arranged for tonight by the Geneva 
socialists to protest against the report- 
ed slaying of the Italian socialist dep- 
uty, Matteotti, assumed international 
proportions through presence on the 
platform of a committee representing 
all the national labor groups now 
present at the international labor con- 
ference, except the Italians. 

Leon Jouhaux. of. France: M. 
Graens, pf Belgium, and Edward 
Poulton, of England, were among the 
leaders who, amid plaudits of the 
audience, scourged fascism as respon- 
sible for the assxssination and pre- 
dicted a world protest w ald obtain 
freedom of the Italian proletariat 
from the yoke of fascism. 

Asked to Crush Fascism. 

M, Mertens called on the world’s 
workers to crush fascism. The Dutch 
socialist, Yan Oudegeest, referred to 
“the brigands of Rome,” and Jou- 
haux charged Mussolini. with trying 
to play the role of Napoleon III. 

Jouhaux insisted the world loved 
Italy, and described Mussolini as a 


dictator who was chiselling above the 
| doors of Italy the words inscribed 
|over Dante’s inferno: “All Hope 
Abandon, Ye Who Enter Here.” 

Ile declared the Italian. people 
would be freed, because no govern- 
ment was strong enough to stifle the 
cry for liberty. 

An Italian orater. Signor Villeri 
said Matteotti’s body was so _hor- 
ribly mutilated that the government 
did not dare to turn it over to the 
family, fearing the effects of pub- 
licity. A Spaniard in the hall sent 
a letter to the platform, asserting 
that 20 Spanish-speaking nations 
were in sympathy with the demon- 
stration.

PREMIERS CONFER 
ON DAWES REPOR 


BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS. 

London, June 21.—New ways to 
peace understanding in Europe, with 
the experts’ report on reparations fig- 
uring prominently, are being dis- 
cussed at Chequers Court tonight by 
the British prime minister, Ramsay 
MacDonald, and the French premier, 
I:douard Herriot. The head of the 
French government arrived this aft- 
ernoon to begin again the personal ne- 
gotiations among the allied premiers 
which were interrupted when M. Poin- 
care was defeated. 

In private confidential talks tonight 
and tomorrow mornin«e the two pre- 
riers will survey the whole range of 
Muropean affairs since the armistice, 
exchange views on the experts’ pro- 
pusals and try to decide how they are 
to he nfide effective. M. Herriot will 
return to London tomorrow and will 
proceed to Brussels Monday for a con- 
ference similar to that with Mr. Mac- 
Tionald, after which the date for the 
rew allied conferences will he an- 
nounced. It probably will be held the 
middle of next month. 


The prime minister is entertaining 
the French premier in the peaceful- 
ness of his. official residence in the 
Buckinghamshire hills, far enough 
from T.ondon, Mr. MacDonald hopes, 
te insure privacy and informal discus- 
sions. which he insists must character- 
ize his first meetine with M. Herriot. 
Only one interpreter from Downing 
sireet and another from the Onai 
dVOrsavy will sit ia with the premiers

SETBACK K CFEN Easy Money Rates To Remain 


Indetinitely, Say N. Y. Bankers 


>

New York, June 21.—Everybody in 
Wall street this week was ta]king easy 
money, its effect on the stock and 
tond markets, how long the existing 
low interest rates for time and call 
money are likely to last. Wall Street 
knew history was being made last 
week when the federal reserve bank 
bere unexpectedly cut its discount rate 
for the second time within six weeks, 
oc from 4 1-2 per cent to 3 1-2, with 
the Boston bank making one cut from 
41-2 to 31-2. However, even though 
the bond and stock market imimediate- 
lv began last week to discount the 
lowering of these bank rates, Wall 
street only began to realize this week 
how big a story there is in our exist- 
ing money market conditions. 

Many bankers and economists here 
and in other parts of the country pre- 
dicted at the close of the world war 
that we were in for easy money be- 
cause of the wealth accumulated dur- 
ing the war which in time was bound 
to bring about inflatiqn of wages and 
commodity —— Most of these rec- 
ognized authorities thought that easy 
money would come much sooner than 
it really did. With its mind this 
week on little else than money, Wall 
street understands now why easier 
money did not come sooner. It under: 
stands what is now making moneys 
easv. It realizes that easy money is 
likely to remain with us indefinitely. 
I'owever, for the longer look ahead no 
predictions are being made, for our 
best bankers and economists now feel 
that whatever adjustment are to be 
made in world bookkeeping to bring 
aheut a return of normal pre-war con- 
ditions are likely to be painfully slow. 

Reasons For Easy Money. 

There are three reasons tor the 
existing easy money in this country. 
First, our gold holdings and continued 
heavy gold imports, When the world 
war started the amount of gold here 
as reported by the treasury was 
*1,890,000,000. As a result of the 
goods we have sold abroad since 1914, 
our gold supply is now not far from 
$4.500,000,000. According to last 
week’s foreign trade statement, our 
sold imports for the eleven months 
ending with May were no less than 
$591,844,000 against $264,656,000 for 
the corresponding period of 1925. 

Reason :No. 2 for easy money is 
that since the end of May last year 
Mr. Mellon has succeeded in paying 
off practically $1,000,000,000 of our 
outstanding war debt. Credit thus re- 
leased naturally must go elsewhere to 
fsrod employment. 

Reason No. 3 is that. the egormpus 
increase in our credit facilities made 
pessible by our large gold hodings and 
continued heavy gold imports is not 
being utilized by expanding demands 
for commercial loans. Instead of in- 
ereasing, the trend of commercial bor- 
rowing for months has been down- 
ward.

In brief, our excess farm, factory 
and mill facilities act as a ball and 
chain. As soon as we start running 
away we are brought up with a jerk 
by overproduction. ‘Thus we are 
lixely to continue by jerks to make 
progress to a return to normal, or 
until our manufacturing costs and the 
cost of diving in this country are 
somewhere in line with those of the 
rest of the world. And, as long as 
we continue to pay off our war debt, 
continue to hold anything like the 
present amount of gold and are slowed 
down industrially at regular periods 
by sudden jcrks just so long are we 
likely to have easy money. 


Our best bankers here do not agree 
with. many of those abroad that our 
large gold holdings will result in price 
inflation. We did think that, or 
many of our bankers did. But our 
clearest thinkers cannot now see, with 
our costs of doing business and living 
sO high, how we are going to have 
sustained inflation in this country 
which must be based on sustained de- 
mand. On the other hand our best 
bankers can see no other way of gold 
exports than through ordinary busi- 
ness channels, that is by the rest of 
the world selling goods here and tak- 
ing payment in gold and it is realized 
that such a process of getting rid of 
our enormous gold holdings will be 
slow. Hence, the belief that as far 


ahead as can now be seen we are in 


for easy money with gradual read-§- 


justment downward of commodity 
prices instead of the predicted infla- 
tion. Lower commodity prices will 
result from forced competition. 


And in the meantime what is now 
gzoing on in the security markets is 
a perfectly natural adjustment be- 
tween the interest rates on money in 
the open money market, and the in- 
come return on fixed interest bearing 
investments. Naturally the bond mar- 
ket should respond first to this re- 
adjustment, with seasoned dividend- 
paying stocks following and specula- 
tive shares bringing up the rear. 

What is going to happen in the

But I want you and the world to know 
tonight that no southern man and no south- 
ern ship was ever engaged in the trans- 
portation of slaves and that never a south- 
ern bottom had transported a single negro 
from his African home to America or to 


any other shore. 

Georgia, as a colony, founded and repre- 
sented the first attempt of an; government 
to put a stop to the slave trade, and the 
constitution of Georgia, as a state, affirm- 
atively prohibited its infamies, and I want 
the world to know again that there never 
was but one nation in the world that 
frowned upon, and in its constitution, for- 
bade, the African slave trade from _ the 
very day of its storm-cradied birth until 
it went down with spotless record on the 


field of Appomattox, and that nation was 
the Confederate States of America. 

However, the Constitution of the United

SCHOOL OF HEALTH

2 months or more. 

In addition to the very favorable 
character of the rental report, it is 
further indicated that present building 
levels, with a few exceptions, show 


no sign of recession, and that actual | 


shortage existing in a number of 
cities will lead to still further increase 
of building figures in the near future. 
Widely-Extended Information 

In compiling this report, the survey 
department had access to information 
supplied by’ real estate boards and 
building owners’ associations in 3S 


icities distributed throughout 15 of the 


16 southern states covered by its usual 
reports. Only Mississippi was not rep- 


resented, and an absence of large cen- | 


ters in this state renders any infor- 
mation which might be obtained in 
that direction negligible. 

In the residential classification, it 
was found that 27 cities show sta- 
tionary rentals at the present time, 
with five cities increasing and six de- 
creasing. An actual shortage of resi- 
dences is indicated in 16 of these. 
The present building program is above 
normal in 12 centers, normal in 20 
and below normal in three, The fu- 
ture outlook is reported as very bright 
in 20, normal in 11 and decteasing in 
four. 

The figures relating to the apart- 
ment classification are very similar 
to the residential classification, with 
the exception that 28 cities report 
stationary levels, while four are in- 
creasing and five decreasing. A decid- 
ed increase of construction of apart- 
ments is noted in 12 cities, with three 
showing a decrease. Apartment de- 
mand is very active in all large ,cen- 
ters, with many of the smaller cities 
entering this particular field at the 
present time. 


Commercial Buildings Short. 
The principal shortage now appar- 


cipal rental classifications listed 
above, 20 showed stationary levels, 
four on the increase and three on the 
decrease. 


The reasons for the present favor- 
able conditions existing in the south 
ure brought out in many of the re- 
ports received, The enormous strides 
now being made along commercial and 
industri] lines in many centers and 
the resulting increase in population 
are in evidence in every part of the 
section, with the consequent shortage 
of available housing in the face of a 
record-breaking building activity. This 
is particularly true of the centers 
ranging in population from 25,000 to 
100,000 in population. 

Miller’s Statement. 


Commenting upon the results of the rental 
survey, GG. L. Miller, president of G. IL, 
Miller and company, and one of the best- 
posted men in the country on southern real 
estate conditions, says: 

“The results of this survey, which was 
conducted through official sources in the va- 
rious major centers of the south, merely 
confirm the information which our orzaniza- 
tion already has obtained through private 
channels. There is no let-down of income- 
producing property in the southern section 
— the demand continues with increasing 
vigor, 

“I cannot see how any appreciable de. 
crease can be registered in this section for 
years to come. The territory is building up 
along busness and industrial lines entirely 
too. rapidly for any lull in demand to he 
apparent in the near future. Southern pos- 
sibilities of development have just been 
scratched. Every day-brings a greater real- 
ization of the vast potentialities of the 
rezion. New capital is being invested in 
southern enterprises in immense quantities. 
new people are coming in, the north and 
east are awakening to the possibilities of 
the south as never before. 

“In the older and larger cities, modern 
construction is rendering much old property 
obsolete and is making it unprofitable; but 
this merely means that the antiquated build- 
ings must go into the discard and be re- 
placed with newer structures. It does not 
alter the essential fact that rentals as a 
whole are either stable or increasing. It 
does pay a deserved tribute to the progress 
of the southern people who have not only 
caught step with the rest of the country, 
but who are actually leading the procession 
in many instances. 

“Since the rental situation is so favorable 
and a considerable shortage is apparent, [ 
cannot see any prospect of a diminishing 
building program for the south anywhere on 
the horizon, The present year is matching 
totals with the phenomenal record of 1923, 
and an actual increase for the last six 
months is in sight. 1925 will be just as good 


or better than 1924.’’

That’s the time when Holland, tak- 
ing up its historic role of champion 
of right and justice, dared congratu- 
late the Boers, the kinsmen of the 
Hollanders, on their victories. That 
was the time when England trembled 
and a mighty empire bowed her head 
in shame.

England's imperialism under guid- 
ance of Joseph Chamberlain has no 
reason to be proud of her record in 


the Transvaal. Women and children 
were herded in concentration camps 
at ‘the merty of colonial soldiers, 
drawn from the lowest strata of Eng- 
lish society, Mr. Kipling’s noble char- 
acter of Tommy Atkins notwithstand- 
ing.

England’s request for cooperation 
to wipe away the traces of the war 
was answered with wholeheartedness 
by Botha and Smuts. But the “dom- 
inees” of the domper chureh, the min- 
isters of the Dutch Reformed body re- 
peated their warnings about a “per- 
fidious Albion” and advised the Boers 
to “fear the God of their fathers, but 
to keep their powder dry.’ The re- 
sult of twenty years of agitation came 
last week. The nationalists, the 
Boers, wiped out General Smuts’ 
majority in the Volksraad and Eng- 
land is faced with the greatest prob- 
lem of her history of many centuries. 


The diamond fields of Kimberley 
and the gold of the Witwaterrand 
were the spoils which the English 
wanted for themselves. They did not 


hanker for the prairies. The first 
Boer settlers had built a farm-repub- 
lic in Natal. When England began to 
cast: covetous glances to those fertile 
plains, the Boers went on the great 
“trek,”” Oom Paul Kruger among the 
trekkers, and settled in the limitless 
fields of Transvaal and Orange Free 
State.

To the question of “What is a Wal- 
loon?’ that arises from the issuance 
by the United States of a special Hu- 
guenot-Walloon-New Netherlands .ter- 
centenary postage stamp and coin and 
the holding of New York’s New Neth- 
erlands celebration, one answer might 
be “half a Belgian,” .according to a 
bulletin from the Washington, D. C©.., 
heedquarters of the National Geo- 
graphie society. 

“The name ‘Walloon,’” says the 
bulletin, “is little known on this side 


of the Atlantic, even less so than 
‘Fieming,’ because both have been 
merged in the national name, ‘Belgian.’ 
It is a fact, however, that instead of 
the Belgians having racial unity they 
consist of two peoples approximately 
equally divided, speaking languages 
differing almost as widely as Swedish 
and Spanish. But though racially 
and linguistically the Belgians make 
up a sort of a house divided against 
itself, politically and religiously they 
constitute as staunch a national en- 
tify as does French-German:Italian- 
speaking Switzerland; and they have 
stood together through the centurics 
under various rulers.

Sunday Health Talks

THE BATHING SEASON. 

People to whom limbs are legs only 
and arms are something else will 
presently consider whether and where 
they are going to bathe this season. 
Saturday night, melancholy time that 
it was, used to be the bathing season, 
and a fellow had to summon _ the 
shrewdest diplomacy to get through 
the season without the dreaded ses- 
sion with the wash tub. With the 
bourgeoisie June opens the bathing 
season and for two or three months 
teople become quite reckless about 
getting their feet wet. 

Several questions of hygienie bearing 
avise with the coming of the swimming 
season, Let us answer them in ad- 
vance and save time. . 

How early may ea swimmer venture 
iuto the water? So far as health 
is concerned, as early as he or sle 
wishes. 

How long should one remain in, and 
how often m@y one go in swimming? 
Unless one is feeble-minded and in- 
c2pable of knowing when one is cold, 
weary or sunburned, these questions, 
too, are a matter of individual prefer- 
ence. Stay in as long as you enjoy 
yourself and go in as many times a 
day as you like, 

May a young woman go in swim- 
ming—may an expectant mother ‘go 
in swimming—may a nursing mother 
yo in swimming—may a grandmother 
go in swimming—? Well, why not? 
-~—it is only Mrs. Varris who sees any- 
thing objectionable about it. 

Should one go in soon after a meal? 
As a rule it is better not to indulge 
in any vigorous exercise soon after a 
meal, and going in swimming Is vigor- 
ous exercise for those who swim or try 
to swim. Going in bathing, however. 
is another story and is all right im- 
mediately after a meal. 

How can one avoid or _ prevent 
cramps? Cramps are a hypothetical 
explanation of unaccountable drown- 
ing accidents. If they occur it is 
because of prolonged exhausting ef- 
forts in cold water. So in order to 
avoid the possible risk one should at- 
tempt no spectacular feats and when 
the water is very cold make the swim 
a short one, 

What can one do with one’s ears 
while in swimming? Keep the cold 
water out of the ears by inserting In 
the ear canals a loose packipgs of 
Inmb’s wool (not cotton) before enter- 
ing the water. This is especially ad- 
visable when there is perforation of 
an ear drum or chronic middle ear 
disease, for the sudden contact of cold 
water with the sensitive internal ear 
apparatus someZmes causes nausea, 
ceasickness, vertigo and helplessness 
in the wafer. a ; 

Is the danger of infection from po:- 
Inted water entering the nose avoid- 
able? This happens more frequently 
in swimming pools used by patrons 
who have had no medical inspections. 
There is little risk of infection in this 
cay in open air swimming in natural 
waters. The only effective protec- 


ten a pool patron bas, aside from 
rigid inspection of those who would 
eter the pool and the more or less 
inefficient provisions for disinfection 
of the water, ig keeping water out of 
the nose. The*surest way to do thia 
is by using the lamb’s wool or other 
means of closing the nostrils ‘and 
breathing entirely tieough the mouth 
while swimming.

Things New and Old About the Bible 


Objection to Methodist Unification 


BY REV. W. P. KING 
Pastor First Methodist Church, Gainesville, Ga. 


Some of the objections that have 
been raised are without basis in rea- 
son, While other objections are more 
real and serious. The objections 
which I consider captious will be first 
disposed of. 

The objection is raised that unifica- 
tion 1s being hastily precipitated. 

The present plan of unification was 
published in July, 1923, so that the 
delegates will have a year in which 
to study the plan. For thirteen years 
the two churches have been facing 
this question and continuing commie- 
£i0ns on unifications. The Oklahoma 
general conference of 1914 declared 
itself in favor of unification accord- 
ing to some plan which was to be 
worked out. In the Atlanta general 
conference in 191S a special session 
of the general conference was ordered 
if the necessity arose. There has 
been no haste jn the matter. If the 
genera! conference in July should act 
favorably on the proposition, then it 
must run the gantlet of the annual

The northern church 
in 1872 had specified certain amuse- 
ments, Which the southern church has 
never done, and the recent action of 
the northern general conference now 
places their church in the same at- 
titude as ours. ° 

So it happens that there are ob- 
jectors who blame the . northern 
church in one sentence for being 
unlike our church and in another sen- 
tence for being like us. 


Other Extremes. 


An objection which in reality is 
serious is the existence of a huge and 
cumbersome ecclesiasticism which al- 
ways has the tendency to become un- 
duly conservative. 

it is surprising that the opposing 
bishops have not urged this objection 
instead of the objections which are 
easily answered, 

A measure of conservatism is neces- 
sary to the safety of society, but 
when we have standpatism and reac- 
tionaryism there soon follows the other 
extreme of radicalism. 

iven the prospect of unification 
was more than once used on the floor 
of the general conference of the north- 
ern church as an argument against 
some progressive measure and it was 


ed which would lessen the possibility | 


of unification. 

There were two measures 
the northern general conference—the 
election of district superintendents 
by ; the annual conferences, and 
against the life tenure of bishops. 

It is probable that aside trom tne 
movement towards unification one of 
these measures would have passed 
and the other would have showed 
#reater strength. As it was, the 
change of twenty votes would have 
passed the law for the election of 
district superintendents. JI nere is the 
greater peril that with the unification 
of the churches, the tendency to un- 
due conservatism would become more 
pronounced, 

A very large body not only tecomes 
slow in its movements, out govern- 
ment by the few inevitably results. 
First the legislative body becomes 
cumbersome. In the recent session of 
the northern general conference a 
delegate, with perspiration streaming 
(lown his face, at last gained recogni- 
iion from the chair and ex-laimed that 
he had been trying to get the floor for 
the last half hour. He received fleet- 
ing recognition only to be informed 
that the previous question had been 
called. 

Ratio Reduced. 

With unification of the churches 
ihe ratio of representation must be 
greatly reduced and thus the legisla-

man legislation. If there were such 
a thing as the Neanderthal man, | 
am confident that this was the favor 
ite argument in his day. This form 
of argument has always tried to block 
every progressive movement. 

I am very irank to admit that I 
wish very much that the church name 
could have been agreed on hy the uni- 
fication commissions before submit- 
ting the plan. - We might be r'aced in’ 
the embarrassing situation of berg 
deadlocked over a name. However, 
I do not regard this as highly prob- 
able, and our own minority has «s 
much authority in the matter as the 
majority in the northern church. I 
would have preferred also if something 
more specific could have neen agreed 
on as regards the power of the 
judicial council. But while the power 
of the judicial council is left partly 
indeterminate, it is not at «!] prob- 
able. as some objectors insist, that it 
would be a final and =  antocratic 
pewer. The plan of unification clear- 
lv states that the judicial ecounci! 
shall have the right, “subject to such 
rules and reculations as shall be de- 
termined by the general conference, to 
review and pass on the constitution- 
nlity of the acts of the veneral and 
jurisdictional conferences.” 

It must be remembered that no 
rules ean be adopted without the 
agreement of the southern tris lic- 
tion. Furthermore the judicial cour- 
ceil itself has equal representation 
from the southern church. 

I would not for one moment gloss 
over the fact that unification has an 
element of risk and venture. Al) life 
is a venture. Every step of progress 
is a venture. Matrimony is a risk 
and yet people will continue to take 
the risk until the world’s last day.

It is again urged as an objection 
that our own church is not.sufficient- 
ly agreed to make unification desir- 
able. 

Some at least of these objectors 

appeal fo the prejudices cf people, do 
all within their power to bring about 
disagreement, and then make. a plea 
of the situation which they themselves 
have produced as an argument against 
unification. There is the old story 
of the man who killed his father and 
then made a plea for mercy hefore the 
court on the ground that he was 4n 
orphan, It is after a similar fashion 
that some objectors use the condition 
which they themselves have crested 
as a plea in behalf of their contention. 
Eeclesiastical leaders who inake A 
cheap appeal to racial prejudice wiil 
have their following. This appeal can 
only be made by a perversion of the 
facts in the plan ef unificat:on, but 
it will exert a tremendous influence 
for those of our membership who are 
not informed. 
While it is my faith that tre church 
today will not allow its «understand- 
ing to be darkened by the eternal 
shadow of the negro, yet I had rather 
make an appeal to reason and the 
Christiain spirit and go down in tem- 
porary defeat than to make an appeal 
to racial prejudice and win a tem- 
porary triumnh.

You who have not studied your 
geneology of oysters lately may be 
refreshed by a little of their ances- 
tral history.

‘Six Bright Stars of Israel

The lessons of the first quarter 
brought before us the great men of 
Israel from Abraham to Solomon. 
Sevetal of these were so majestic 
that the second quarter could hardly 
equal them in interest, 

Abraham, Moses, Joshua, Samuel, 
David and Solomon stand out in bold 
relief against the characters of the 
heathen world. 

But a review of the lessons of 
the second quarter brings to memory 
another group, the like of which can- 
not be found outside the Bible. 
Elijah, Elisha, ' Isaiah, Jeremiah, 
Ezekiel and Nehemiah—another half 
dozen—are stars whose luster is not 
diminished by the years.

cently in St. Paul, Minn. 


The past year has developed much 
interest and rare opportunity in the 
home education department, according 
to our national chairman, Miss Elleu 
C. Lombard, with great added impetus 
to this work in the bureau of educa 
tion. California sets a splendid ex- 
ample with her splendid Reading Cir- 
cles, Iowa closely following. ‘The 
Reading Circle,” says Miss Lombard, 
‘ie the training ground for efficient 
1’.-T. A. members and leaders.” 

The national chairman of recreation 
and social standards noted a ‘‘vast im- 
provement during the past ten years” 
vith some form of work in nearly 
every state in the union, Loan papers 
on. “Dress” in much demand. Urges 
every local association to provide rec- 
reation and wholesome amusement. 
She also expressed a broad sympathy 
with the young generation. In going

Let 
the children see first-class parents 
and a first-class community and the 
pattern is there. And religion must 
enter into -the pattern. The first 
function of a LV’. T. A. is to hold the 
home and the school together in some 
kind of stability. 

Dr. Coffman, president of the Uni- 
versity of Minnesota, told of the co- 
operation of his institution with P.- 
T. A. work. He declared that P.- 
T. A.’s are a solution to the problem 
of rearing children and that his cur- 
riculum carries credit courses on this 
subject, which, in the _ university, 
means training for parenthood; that 
the university observed Mother’s day 
by sending out 10,000 letters and next 
fall Dad’s day will also be fittingly 
recognized. He also stated that a 
large percentage of failures in school 
are due to failure of parents, that 
there is more parental delinquency 
than juvenile delinquency, 


The address of the national chair- 
ian of country life was full of max- 
ims useful to every A. and 
scintillated with the humor of a sun- 
ny disposition. “Put yourself in the 
other fellow’s place,” she said. If 
you’re in the audience, don't shoot 
the speaker—he's doing the best he 
can and probably suffering more than 
you, and two-thirds of his success de- 
pends upon you. One needs a sense 
of humor, to run a P.-T. A. Start | 
one and then sit down and commune 
with yourself: discover your aim 
Don’t think whe's going to get the | 
credit; don’t quit because you don’t 
get it. But think how’ much time 
you are willing to spend on really | 
learning how to help the school. | 
Spend the first two weeks studying | 
your school laws—-how the money is | 
| raised, how spent. Don’t jump at 
conclusions. 

Rural Problems. 


The whole rural problem is better 
teachers, Federal aid is needed to 
equalize opportunity.

JHEN Cecilia Cooney, the 


bobbed-haired bandit who 
for months been terrorizing 
the people of Brooklyn and 
baffling the New York po- 
lice. at last was caught, there 
was little if any sympathy for this girl 
wife who had joined her husband in 
1 dozen bold hold-ups at the point of 
her pistol. 


Everybody hoped that she would 
be given a speedy trial and sent 
where she would for a long time be 
unable to prey upon the property of 
law abiding citizens and put. their 
lives in danger. And this is exactly 
what happened. 


She confessed her crimes, and af- 
ter a remarkably short trial was sen- 
tenced to pass the rest of her youth 
behind the grim walls of the state pri- 
son at Auburn, New York. 

But during the trial certain facts 
concerning her life were brought out 
that aroused in the hearts of many 
thoughtful men and women for this 
girl of twenty a cons‘derable feeling 
of sympathy. 

It was not the maudlin sympathy 
which the sentimental and the mor- 
bid-minded often show for criminals, 
but a sympathy which had for its basis 
the strong suspicion that Cecilia 
Cooney’s fellow citizens, through 
what they had failed to do for her, 
had had a large share in making her 
2 criminal and a convict.

Of Cecilia Cooney, Doomed to 
Pass the Rest of Her Youth 
In Prison 


Cecilia Cooney’s life as it was unfold- 
ed by a probation officer. 

According to the report made by 
this officer Cecilia was born in a 
dingy basement in the heart of New 
York’s crowded East Side tenemant 
district. She was the youngest of 
eight children. 

Her parents were born in New 
York city. The mother can neither 
read nor write. The father has had 
very little education and has been a 
habitual drunkard most of his life. He 
has never worked steadily and never 
supported his family. What little 
support came into the family came 
through the mother. The children 
were sadly neglected. Almost as soon 
as they were old enough to walk they 
were sent into the streets to beg. Of- 
ten they had to sleep on the coal pile 


_in- their dark and dirty cellar home. 


Half the-time they had barely enough 
rags to cover their bodies, and they 
seldom got enough to eat. 
Pera COONEY first came to 
the official notice of the civiliza- 
tion into which she had been born: at 
the age of four years, when she was 
taken into the custody of the Chil- 
dren’s society. Six months later, on 
recommendation of the department 
of public charity, she was turned back 
tc her mother. But the mother. al- 
ways heartless and unnatural to her 
children, promptly deserted her. 

An unmarried aunt took Cecilia to 
live with her in Brooklyn. She sent 
Cecilia to school. From t..e time Ce- 
cilia was first taken by the aunt until 
she was fourteen years old the mother 
came on several occasions, had Ce- 
cilia all dressed up by her aunt and 
took her to New York with her. 
She kept her in a 
furnished room 
and later deserted 
her after she had 
taken the child’s 
clothes from her.

This sister states that Cecilia lefi 
her home because she disapproved of 
her remaining out at night and asso- 
ciating with and bringing sailors into 
the home. Although Cecilia was am- 
bitious and always worked, the sister 
states she would steal little things. 

Cecilia left her sister’s home and 
mother in a 
furnished room in New York. She 


was then about sixteen years of age 
and the sisters heard nothing more of 
her until her arrest and identification 
as the bobbed-haired bandit.

The 
Cooney’s were so flushed by the suc- 
cess of their first attempt that they re- 
peated it over and over again until 
Brooklyn was in a state of terror and 
the whole New York police was con- 
centrating on the capture of the bob- 
bed-haired bandit and the man who 
invariably accompanied her. 

But .the hold-ups that made the 
mysterious girl bandit the most talked 
of woman in the country yielded her 
and her husband only about $1,000. 
By the end of April most of this had 
been spent and, with Cecilia’s baby 
expected within a month, they were 
more desperate than ever for money. 

“We've been playing a _ piker’s 
came,’’ said Edward Cooney. ‘“‘We 
must try something bigger, get our 
hands on a lot of dough and then go 
to Florida, where Ill get work and 
we will seitle down to an honest life.”’

This was the most am- 
bitious hold-up they had ever at- 
tempted. From the office safe and 
cash drawet they expected to take 
thousands of dollars—enough to see 
Cecilia through the ordeal of mother- 
hood and to establish her husbend in 
some good business in Florida. 


UT here, for the first time in their 


criminal career, their plans went 
wrong. One of the cl«rks showed 
f'eht and Cooney shot ard wounded 
him. The bandits finally had to tlee 
-9 the steamer without one penny of 
their expected loot. 

Worse luck of all; in the hurry of 
her flight, Cecilia Cooney dropped an 
address book which revealed har iden- 
tity to the police and made the arrest 
ot her and her husband ofly a mat- 
ter of time. 

They reached Jacksonville. There 
Cecilia’s baby was born and died. And 
there, a few days later, the relentless 
New York detectives found them. 

Such is the true story of the bob- 
bed-haired bandit and many observers 
think. it supplies good ground for 
thinking that Cecilia Cooney was by 
no means all to blame—that a large 
share of the responsibility for her ill 
spent life rests on society. 

In the pitiable facts of her girlhood, 
the way she grew up under the most 
vicious influences and was allowed to 
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And Now Cecilia Cooney is beginning 
a prison sentence of ten to twenty 
years 
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go on from bad to worse, they see the 
civilization of which we feel so proud 
indicted on two points: 

First, for having “permittec such 
wretched creatures as Cecilia’s pa- 
rents to bring eight children into the 
world. 

Second, for not having picked the 
girl out of the gutter in her babyhood 
and placed her in some institution 
where there would have been at least 
a chance of overcoming the evil in- 
fluence of her heredity, 

It is pointed out that the courage, 
determination and quick wittedness 
which Cecilia Cooney displayed as a 
bandit shows her to have mental qual- 
ities which, with the. proper training, 
might easily have made her a decent, 
happy member of the 
community. 

Poor Cecilia was 
never given any chance 
to develop the better 

Je of her nature. So- 
ciety left her to grow 
up as best she could— 
in dirt, vice, igncrance 
and neglect. 

But there are many 
other equally thought- 
ful persons who do not 
take this view of the 
matter at all—who do 
not feel that any share 
of the girl bandit’s guilt 
.vuld be charged to 


society’s neglect. While 
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At nineteen the 
bobbed-haired bandit, robbing 


merchants at the point of her gun 


they feel sorry for her as for any un- 
fortunate one, they regard her exper- 
ience as one that is inevitable as long 
as the human race includes human 
beings as weak fibered mentally, 
physically and morally as Cecilia 
Cooney’s ancestry. 


HILE they admit that perhaps 

her ruin would have been 
somewhat less complete if she had 
been shielded from some of the evil 
influences that beset her girlhood, 
they Joubt if any amount of kind care 
and attention would 
saved her for decency. 
Many who take this view doubt the 
wisdom of preventing men and wom- 
en like Cecilia Cooney’s parents from 
bringing children into the world, They 
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Cecilia Cooney, the girl of the gutter, whose 


robberies terrorized Brooklyn for months.

ment will not always prevent the de- 
velopment of black shee 

Countless men and women who 
prove of real value to the world are, 
it is urged, the products of conditions 
fully as bad as those which produced 
the bobbed-haired bandit. They ask 
you to look for example no turther 
than Cecilia’s own family. Two of 
her sister’s, reared in precisely the 
same evil environment that she was, 
have lifted themselves many degrees 
above their original level and become 
respectable, hard working, law abid- 
ing women. 

Some go so far as to say that it 
is a crime against civilization for or- 
ganized charity and the state to foster 
persons of such poor stock as that 
from which Cecilia Cooney sprang. 
Far better, they say, to leave them en- 
tirely to natural influences in the hope 
that sooner or later, through the oper- 
ation of the law of the survival of the 
fittest, all or most of these undesir- 
able members of society will be ex- 
terminated. 

Otherwise it is feared the day may 
come when persons of low nervous 
organization, like Cecilia Cooney’s 
parents, will far. outnumber those 
with more highly developed brains 
and nervous systems—the sort who 
make our Civilization what it is. It is 
a well known fact that men and wom- 
en of low nervous organization are 
apt to be far more prolific than those 
of a higher. 
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Such are some of the problems 


raised -by the case of the bobhed- 
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fect on the future of the nation and 
the whole world. 

In the slums of our great cities hun- 
dreds of thousands of -boys and girls 
ire growing up under conditions as 
bad and worse than those which sur- 
rounded Cecilia Cooney. 

Should society try by every means 
in its power to counteract the evil in- 
fluences of their heredity and envir- 
onment? Or is it better to let them 
pretty largely alone and rely on the 
gradual elimination by natural pro- 
cesses of those who are unable to sur- 
vive the struggle and make something 
of themselves?

He got it from a source of unques- 
tioned authority—the ruler who poss-

have not seen it, and only report what 
the Chaldeans tell about it.” 

But the translation of.the cuneiform 
inscription on the clay cylinder that 


has lain so long unread in the Philadel- 


phia museum leaves no doubt that 
Nebuchadnezzar honored his gods with 
statues of solid gold and did still more 
amazing things with the immense 
riches whch his conquests brought him. 

The inscription on the cylinder, per- 
haps written by the King himself and 
certainly put there by his express com- 
mand, shows that neither Herodotus’ 
history nor the Book of Daniel gives 
anything like an adequate idea of the 
greatness of Nebuchadnezzar’s wealth. 

No monarch or billionaire of our day 
lives in the splendor or scatters gold, 
silver and rare gems about so prodigal- 
ly as this Old Testament ruler did. 
Having no charities or educational en- 
lerprises to furnish an outlet for his 
money, as our modern’ Rockefellers 
and Fords have, he devoted himself 
{to making the temple of the gods and 
his own patace 
splendor. 

In his palace even the door knobs 
were of solid gold and the walls, ceil- 
ings and floors of many rooms were 
thickly studded with precious stones. 

The new description of Nebuchad- 
nezzar’s magnificence now given to the 
world has been under the »ves of sci- 
ensts for thirty years.

FYNHE record is inscribed on a hollow 

barrel of clay and was probably 
compiled “according to its translator, 
Dr. Leon Legrain, shortly before 586 
B. C.—more than 2,500 years ago. 
By order of Nebuchadnezzar himself 
it was buried into the foundations of 
a temple much as records are placed 
to-day in the cornerstones of churches 
and other buildings. 

‘The scholar shall read all my deeds 
which I have described in this docu- 
ment and he shall understand the ex- 
cellence of my gods,’’ wrote the pious 
but extremely vain Nebuchadnezzar. 

There are on the cylinder three 
columns of cuneifCrm inscription ot 
ninety-six lines each, so that the writ- 
ing is one of the largest of its kind 
ever found. It has been on view in 
the museum all these years without 
translation until now. because each 
succeeding scholar felt sure that such 
a large item must have been studied 
by his predecessors. 

According to Dr. Legrain the state 
boats, the description of which is given 
by Nebuchadnezzar, were used to carry 
the gods in procession during the feasts 
of the New Year over the rivers and 
canals between Babylon and Borsippa.
